In  the  midst  of  the  stomp  con- 
troversy on  the  Brigham  Young 
University  campus  Sunday  evening, 
ASBYU  President  Bob  Christian- 
sen was  silent. 

“I'M  NOT  READY  to  make  a 
statement  yet— but  I will,”  he  com- 
mented. “It’s  an  issue  we’ve  given 
great  consideration  to.” 

An  unidentified  studentbody  go- 
vernment source  said  that  a defin- 
ite statement  on  the  cancellation 
would  be  forthcoming— possibly  as 
early  as  Monday. 

And  so,  the  issue  whether  or  not 
to  allow  stomp  music  at  BYU  was 
still  very  much  in  mid-air. 

SATURDAY  NIGHT  hundreds  of 
BYU  students  came  to  the  Wilkin- 
son Center  ballroom,  expecting  to 
dance  and  listen  to  staggered  ses- 
sions of  music— stomp  for  15  min- 
utes and  “slow”  for  another  15.  At 
Ihe  entrance  to  the  dance  was  a 
sign  that  explained  the  stomp  band 
would  not  appear. 

Later  in  the  evening  the  leader 
of  the  band  that  was  present— Bert 
Murdock—made  an  announcement 
that . definitely  the  stomp  band 
would  not  appear. 

VARIED  REPORTS  circulated 
that  the  decision  was  made  to  can- 
cel the  stomp  band  early  Saturday 
or  late  Friday.  Rumors  also  spread 
as  to  who  or  what  had  abort^  the 
planned  stomp. 


Hifet  Nam  Soldiers 
To  Receive  Cards

National  attention  was  focused 
on  BYU  Monday  as  the  World  Af- 
fairs Forum  launched  its  “Opera- 
tion Christmas  Card.” 

ACCORDING  TO  a member  of 
the  forum,  Operation  Christmas 
Card  is  a “nationwide  non-partisan 
goodwill  gesture  to  United  States 
soldiers  in  Viet  Nam  during  the 
Christmas  season.” 

Members  of  the  forum  explain- 
ed that  student  organizations  across 
the  nation  are  conducting  drives  for 
Christmas  Cards  to  be  sent  to  BYU 
where  they  will  be  shipped  to  Viet 
Nam  prior  to  Christmas. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS  director 
for  the  operation,  Kent  Mann,  a 
senior  from  Parma,  Idaho,  said 
that  Operation  Christmas  Card 
“offers  each  college  student  the 
opportunity  to  show  America  and 
our  servicemen  in  Viet  Nam  that 
student  demonstrators  and  those 
who  burn  draft  cards  do  not  repre- 
sent the  majority  of  American  col- 
lege students.” 

He  emphasized  that  the  Christ- 
mas Card  drive  has  no  political 
affiliations  or  intentions. 

STUDENT  CHAIRMAN,  Allan 
Williams,  senior,  Scottsdale,  Ariz., 
reports  that  over  1700  colleges  and 
universities  have  been  contacted 
and  several  have  already  written 
him  and  pledged  their  support. 

When  asked  about  the  administra- 
tion’s view  of  the  campaign,  J. 
Elliot  Cameron,  Dean  of  Students 
commented,  “We’re  pleased  to  give 
our  consent  to  this  worthwhile  pro- 
ject supporting  our  servicemen  in 
Viet  Nam.” 

ASBYU  PRESIDENT  Bob  Christ- 
iansen. speaking  for  the  student 
government  and  the  ASBYU  Exe- 
cutive Council  said,  “I  personally 
support  vei7  much  this  program 
because  it  is  not  a political  move 
but  an  effort  to  raise  the  spirits  of 
those  soldiers  who  are  involved  in 


the  Viet  Nam  war  during  a special 
time  of  year. 

“The  other  members  of  the  coun- 
cil also  wholeheartedly  support  this 
program  from  that  standpoint.” 

SENATOR  Frank  E.  Moss  (D- 
Utah)  telegramed  his  support  of 
the  activity  saying,  “I  enthusiasti- 
cally endorse  your  Operation 
Christmas  Card.  I hope  you  reach 
your  goal  of  one  million  cards  to 
cheer  the  men  on  the  front  in  Viet 
Nam.” 

Senator  Wallace  F.  Bennett  (R- 
Utah)  said  in  a telegram,  “It  is 
a very  warm  and  positive  way  of 
expressing  the  feeling  of  the  over- 
whelming majority  of  the  American 
college  students.  I hope  that  it  re- 
ceives enthusiastic  support.”

Arizona  State,  now  2-1 
and  concluding  its  WAC  schedule 
Saturday  against  Arizona,  can  win 
the  title  if  the  Cougars  falter  again- 
st New  Mexico.  If  both  BYU  and 
Arizona  State  lose  the  Cougars  will 
tie  for  the  crown  with  Wyoming 
and  New  Mexico. 

Against  the  Wildcats  it  was  only 
a question  of  time.  The  alert  and 
rugged  BYU  defense  wore  down  the 
Arizona  eleven  and  Kent  Oborn 
took  the  heart  out  of  it  with  an  ele- 
ctrifying 94-yard  touchdown  punt- 
return  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

THE  VISITING  Cougars  complet- 
ely dominated  the  contest,  though 
Virgil  Carter’s  vaunted  passing 
arm  was  off  target  most  of  the 
evening.  Wingback  Steve  Ogden 
picked  up  the  slack  on  offense  while 
the  defense  was  holding  the  Wild- 
cats to  76  yards  rushing  and  69 
passing.

Students  Being  Asked 

Cellar  Dwellers  Shoot  For  Title 


Remember  early  this  fall?  Remember 
how  the  experts  predicted  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference’s  football  future? 

One  national  publication  boldly  predict- 
ed  “another  WACky  finish.”  But  few  of 
them  realized  just  how  wacky. 

The  same  article  went  on  to  say,  “For 
the  first  time  since  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference  opened  football  play  four  years 
ago,  every  team  is  eligible  for  the  cham- 
pionship and  any  squad  but  BYU  figures 
to  be  capable  on  the  bob-tailed  schedule.” 

Perhaps  they  had  justification  for  their 
logic.  BYU  hadn’t  won  a conference  game 
in  two  years  (since  the  graduation  of  El- 
don Fortie)  and  was  still  in  a building  pro- 
cess with  Head  Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth 
holding  only  one  year  as  head  coach  under 
his  belt.  And  to  make  matters  even  worse 
the  combined  records  for  these  two  years 
without  a league  victory  included  only  five 
wins  against  14  losses  and  one  tie. 

Not  really  a record  to  inspire  hope  of 
any  kind.  But  he  had  a nucleus  to  work 
with  . . . and  a team  that  was  willing  to 
work  with  him.  Last  year’s  untested  soph- 
omore backfield  now  had  a year  of  exper- 


ience and  Hudspeth  added  key  personnel 
in  the  form  of  several  transfers. 

Even  with  this  in  mind  the  experts  fig- 
ured BYU  would  “be  hard  pressed  to  win 
a conference  game.” 

But  the  WAC  seems  to  specialize  in 
wacky  finishes.  The  first  year  a field  goal 
could  have  tied  all  five  teams  for  the  title 
(Arizona  State  was  ineligible).  And  last 
year  three  teams  actually  did  tie  for  the 
crown. 

Now  the  pre-season  favorite  for  the 
WAC  cellar  will  get  a shot  at  the  undisput- 
ed crown  next  weekend  in  Albuquerque.  It 
won’t  be  easy  though.  New  Mexico  has  had 
at  least  a share  of  the  title  every  year  since 
the  league  was  formed.  And  if  things  went 
just  right  they  could  get  their  fingers  in 
the  pie  again  this  year. 

It  would  take  the  defeat  of  BYU  plus 
an  Arizona  State  loss  to  Arizona  to  do  it, 
but  then  Wyoming,  BYU  and  New  Mexico 
would  all  get  a share.  The  Cougars  don’t 
want  to  share  it  though  and  they’ve  got 
the  chance  to  take  it  alone— only  old  Lobo 
stands  in  the  way. 

Not  bad  for  a team  picked  to  finish  dead 
last.

The  Allied  \ eterans  Council  of  Brookline  conducted  the 
observance  with  a short  parade  to  the  house  on  Beals  Street, 
where  a cousin  of  the  President,  Robert  P.  Fitzgerald  w'as 
the  speaker. 

A memorial  service  is  scheduled  Monday  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  House.  Gov.  John  A.  VoIpe  has  issued  a proc- 
lamation setting’  the  week  aside  as  John  F.  Kennedy  mem- 
orial week. 

The  proclamation  said  it  is  “Fitting  that  now,  two  years 
after  his  death,  we  recall  not  the  grief  which  was  felt  in

OAKLAND,  CALIF.,  (AP)  - Its 
songs  of  protest  sung,  the  Vietnam 
Day  Committee  returned  Sunday 
to  the  realities  of  paying  off  its 
debts  after  an  orderly  march  of 
about  10,000  opposed  to  U.S.  Mili- 
tary involvement  in  Viet  Nam. 

DEMONSTRATION  LEA  DERS 
sought  some  way  of  squaring  a debt 
variously  estimated  at  from  $5,000 
to  $15,000. 

The  bills  were  accumulated  dur- 
ing sponsorship  of  two  October 
marches  that  Oakland  police  stop- 
ped at  the  city  limits  and  the  one 
Saturday  which  moved  without  in- 
cident from  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia campus  in  Berkeley  over  five 
miles  to  a rally  in  an  Oakland 
Park. 

JUDY  EDSON,  20,  a member  of 
the  VDC’s  steering  committee,  at- 
tributed the  debts  “Mostly  to  tran- 
sportation for  demonstrators  from 
out  of  town,  phone  bills  and  renting 
rooms  and  sound  trucks.” 

Demonstrators  were  urged  to 
give  $1  each,  but  no  one  could  say 
later  how  much  had  been  collected. 
Organizers  had  anticipated  a larger 
turnout  of  around  IS’OOO. 

SOME  800  LAW  officers  were 
massed  as  a precaution  against 
violence  but  the  march  and  sub- 
sequent rally  in  Oakland’s  DeFre- 
mery  Park  were  orderly.. 

Over  the  opposition  of  Oakland 


officials,  U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
William  T.  Sweigert  had  approved 
the  demonstration  under  certain  re- 
strictions. The  marchers  were  not 
allowed  their  wish  to  proceed  to 
the  Oakland  Army  Terminal— the 
point  from  which  most  soldiers  are 
sent  to  Viet  Nam.

Countless  others  have  been 
rescued  by  the  team  of  student 
climbers. 

Petersen  said  the  team  is  equip- 
ped for  snow,  avalanche,  ice  and 
cliff  rescues. 

HE  ALSO  said  that  para-rescue 
is  expected  to  be  in  operation  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  semester,  em- 
ploying the  use  of  “jumpers”  who 
parachute  into  the  area  before 
climbers  and  administer  first-aid, 
leading  the  rescue-team  to  the  spot 
via  walkie-talkie. 

A typical  rescue  begins  when 
the  sheriff’s  office  gets  a call  noti- 
rying  him  of  the  accident.  He  in 
turn  calls  BYU  Security  which 
aferts  the  captain  of  the  rescue 
team. 

WITHIN  A MATTER  OF  minutes 
team  members  are  preparing  for 
the  assault.  The  first  group  leaves 
within  20  minutes  after  the  call  to 
the  sheriff.  They  are  two  scouts 
prepared  to  climb  swiftly  to  the 
victim  and  administer  emergency 
first  aid. 

Five  minutes  following  the  de- 
parture of  the  scouts,  the  main  as- 
sault team  departs.  They  are  led 
by  radio  contact  with  the  scouts. 
This  team  carries  the  rescue  equip- 
ment, blankets,  inflatable  splints, 
bandages  and  the  litter. 

CLOSE  BEHIND  the  main  as- 
sault gi'oup  are  two  four  man  sup- 
port teams  who  will  bring  the  vic- 
tim down  the  mountain  when  final 
first  aid  and  loading  of  the  litter  is 
finished.

Kittens  Spotlight  Roaring  Lyon; 
Remain  Undefeated  With  AFA  Win

Quarterback  Marc  Lyons  led  a determined  BYU 
freshman  team  to  a 14-6  victory  over  the  Air  Force 
Academy  frosh,  giving  the  Kittens  the  first  unde- 
feated season  since  1960. 

THE  KITTENS  WENT  ahead  to  stay  with  a 
touchdown  in  the  first  quarter  which  was  set  up 
by  Bob  Bean  who  recovered  a fumble  on  the  Air 
Force  25  yard  line  after  Dennis  McGurk  hobbled  an 
attempted  fair  catch  to  set  up  the  Kitten  score. 

A pass  to  Tom  Newsom  gave  the  Kittens  a first 
down  on  the  three.  Lyons  carried  the  ball  in  from 
the  one  yard  line  on  a fourth  down  situation.  Duane 
Gettman’s  extra  point  attempt  was  unsuccessful  but 
the  Kittens  had  the  lead. 

HAROLD  MONSON  gathered  in  a pass  good  for 
59  yards  in  the  second  period  to  score  the  final 


BYU  tally.  Lyons  kept  the  ball  to  add  the  two  point 
conversion  and  give  the  Kittens  a 14-0  lead. 

While  the  Kittens  had  trouble  with  a sputtering 
offense  in  the  second  haK,  the  defensive  unit  con- 
tinued to  harass  the  Academy’s  efforts  to  get  back 
in  the  game. 

The  AFA  frosh  eventually  scored  in  the  fourth 
quarter  when  Alan  McNair  went  over  from  the  three 
after  Bruce  Pettigrew  had  intercepted  a Lyons’  pass. 

Marc  Lyons,  who  completed  7 out  of  21  passes 
for  190  yards,  set  a new  freshman  record.  He  fin- 
ished the  season  with  42  completions  in  88  attempts 
for  821  yards  as  compared  to  Virgil  Carter’s  728 
yards  on  35  out  of  83  passes  set  two  years  ago. 

Coach  Wayne  Startin,  rightfully  pleased  with  the 
undefeated  season,  thought  all  the  boys  did  a great 
job  in  the  Colorado  Springs  game.  The  AFA  frosh 
played  an  eight-game  season  and  finished  with  a 
final  record  of  3-5.
